Osorio puncticolli Kraatz (Intliae orieutalis) viciuus, setl 
paulo minor et praesertim aiigustior, uiger, uitidus, pal- 
pis , anteimis pedibusque rufis , capite toto lougitndiualiter 
subtilius densiusque strigoso, fronte media vix cariuulata, 
angulis anticis externis rotimdatis, tnbercnlis ociilaribus 
minus clevatis, vertico puncto uullo, tlioracc lougiore et 
angustiore, vix trausverso , eordato , ante basin minns abrupte 
coarctato, multo subtilius densiusque asperatim punctato, 
elytris etiain duplo subtilius erebrinsque punctatis, abdo- 
mine hand perspicue alutaceo, punctura asperata crobriore , 
duplo subtiliore, pube aurea lougius densiusque vestito, 
tibiis anticis extus spiuis 9 vel 10 (ueque 5 nt in pimcti- 
colli) armatis, 5 apicalibus majoribus maxime distinctus. —
